ENSENADA, BAJA CALIF. FRONTERA, JUNE 11 


“It’s probably the fastest Baja 


course we’ve ever run,” remarked 
Bakken at the finish. The only 
trouble they had was a flat tire on 


-a rough section of the course. 


“But. it wasn’t too bad,”’ Roeseler 
explained casually. “I only had to 
ride on the flat about 20 miles! 
We changed it between checks one and 
two and everything went super-smooth 
after that.” 

At 6:11 a.m. that clear sparkling 
morning, Larry Roeseler had rolled the 
Husqvarna 360 off the SCORE-Bilstein 
Baja Internacional starting ramp in the 
Mexican port of Ensenada and headed 
east, into the dusty haze of bright early 
morning sunlight. 8 hours, 50 minutes, 
41 seconds, 415 miles and one flat tire 
later, A.C. Bakken  adventurously 
appeared, on the same Husky, under a 
Carta Blanca finish banner stretched 
across a road located in an open field a 
few miles outside of town. The 1976 
Baja Internacional challenge had been 
confronted, conquered and was already 
in the process of fast becoming past 
history in off-road racing books. 

13 minutes later, another 360 Husky 
crossed beneath the gently billowing 
banner and the team of Terry Clark and 
Howard Utsey became the second place 
overall finishers of the biggest and 
richest SCORE Baja event ever held. It 
took „them 9 hours, 3 minutes and 21 
seconds to complete the rugged course; 
six minutes quicker than the fastest 
four-wheel vehicle, a Modern Motors 
Funco SSI, manned by Bobby Ferro 
and Ivan Stewart. They were clocked 
into the finish at 9.12.27 for third 
overall. 


83 motorcycles had purchased a $235 
ticket to ride against the Baja. The route 
left Ensenada and poured the riders up 


and over the mountains in the 
northcentral highlands, looped down to 
San Felipe, followed the southern tip of 
Diablo Dry Lake and returned to 
Ensenada via Mike’s Sky Ranch, Valle 
de Trinidad and Ojos Negros. 

One bike left the starting line every 
30 seconds with the last two-wheeler 
leaving approximately one hour before 
the first four- wheel vehicle hit the 
dusty course. Riders were on a 25 hour 
clock (in previous years, time had been 
re-started at each check) which should 
have made it easier to keep track of who 
was doing what and where. 

At least it should have, but it didn’t. 
Pit crews and second leg riders in San 
Felipe were nervously hovering around 
the radio communications area waiting 
for word on teammates and riders. It 
was next to impossible to figure out 
what was going on due to the fact th 
everything, except emergen! 
information, was transmitted iñ 
Spanish. At each check, riders’ numbers 
were relayed, in Spanish, on to the next 
check where a translator copied them 
out in English. The time element 
involved: in this ridiculous situation 
bordered on the insanity level. To make 
matters worse, Mexican radio crews had 
not appeared by the time the first riders 
had passed through check one and some 
of the quicker riders were missed at 
check two as well. Finally, after what 
seemed an eternity to edgy participants, 
some word of hope came through as 
numbers were relayed and repeated, 
slowly, on to the half-way check. After 
riders had passed through San Felipe no 
word was received on how the race was 
progressing after that point. 





Steve Holladay and Wayne Cook finished off their mini Baja vacation by working their way to the finish. Don’t know how much cash they got, but they earned it. 


Bill Schubert, who had teamed with 
Rick Blom on a 125 Kawasaki, was one 
of many riders waiting for his teammate 
to appear. Blom had passed through 
check two in good position. He was 
never seen or heard from after that 
point. Schubert, who was anxious by 
11:00 a.m. was still sitting next to the 
radio at 8 p.m. waiting for some word 
on his missing partner. As it turned out, 
Blom had been stuck with a flat tire and 
after no word for hours, his pit crew 
took off looking for him, picked him up 
and headed for San Felipe to rescue 
Schubert from his endless radio vigil. 

Although the course was considerably 
easier than some of those previously 
held over the rugged Baja interior, most 
of the riders agreed it was more fun as 
well. Bill Friant, who teamed with Jack 
Omdoff on one of many Yamaha 
TT500s entered, had time to spare at 
San Felipe. Friant was flown down to 
the half-way point after handing the 
bike over to Orndoff at check two. Bill 
said, “It’s an easy course. I only have to 
slow down for the turns. Lots of roads. 
It was pretty tricky though, early this 
morning, heading into the sun with all 
that dust. Jack is riding the worst part 
of the course, sọ far.” Minutes after our 
conversation, Orndoff rode into the 
pits, handed the bike over to Friant and 
headed for the landing strip to be 
shuttled by plane on to check six where 


he would take over to the finish. What a 


way to race. 

Strange things happen at the Baja and 
this year was no exception. For 
instance, the “Dirt” film crew was 
filming the event via helicopter. They 
had also entered a rider, Dick Hansen. 
Unfortunately, Dick went down about 
two miles north of Tres Pozos at 10:00 
a.m. An emergency call went out to a 
medic crew located about 12 miles from 
the accident. They immediately arrived 
on the scene and administered first class 
medical aid. The crew was reluctant to 
move Hansen because of a possible 
severe neck injury and requested 
emergency air transportation asap. The 
“Dirt” film crew landed their copter 
near the injured rider, was notified of 
the emergency call, but refused to 
transport him to a hospital claiming 


they would miss out on too much of the 
race. An hour and a half later a privately 
owned Cessna 180 landed on a dry lake 
picked Hansen up and carried him off to 
a hospital in Brawley, California. 
Luckily, he had not broken his neck, as 
was originally suspected, but the results 
could have been disasterous. That film 
better be good. 

Outside of Hansen’s injury, only one 
other report of serious injury came from 
check six. Nick Quackenbos was down 
and at last report he was resting as well 
as could be expected with a cracked 
wrist and ankle injury. 

Mint 400 specialist Jack Johnson 
teamed with Scott Harden to bring 
another Husqvarna into the finish, 
capturing fourth overall, first 250cc and 
under honors on a stock 250 Husky in 
9.14.25. Husky’s win chain was finally 
broken as Al Baker and Gene Cannady 
brought their Long Beach Honda 
sponsored 410 Honda into the finish 
two minutes later at 9.16.29. 

Eric Jensen and Carl Cranke passed 
up Bad Rock and boogied their 125cc 
Penton to a class 20 win in 10.10.71. 

As mentioned earlier, this year’s 
event was the largest in SCORE’s 
history. Over $180,000 in purse and 
contingency money was up for grabs. 
388 off-road participants were elgible 
for a share of the cash but only the 
fastest qualified. Roeseler and Bakken 
earned approximately $1,519 in 
payback cash, Clark/Utsey earned $759. 
These amounts do not include posted 
contingencies and are unofficial and 
approximate at press time. No 
controversies marred this third running 
of the Baja Internacional and no 
protests were in effect.

Corky “Mr. Dirt’? Keener scored 
his first big win of the year in 
Saturday night’s Full House Cycle 
Classic half mile, the tenth round 


of the AMA Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series. 
In doing so, Keener became the 
tenth different winner of the 
series thus far. When informed of that 
fact, Mr. Dirt said, “That’s why I love 
Grand National racing. It’s the most 
competitive racing in the world.” 
Finishing second in the event was 
another member of the “We don’t care 
how the hell they do it in California” 
club, Jay Springsteen. Joining the two 





event and third place here Saturday 
night, Scott now holds a four point lead 
(79 to 75) over Jay Springsteen. 

The Delaware race and the AMA 
decision on the Oklahoma race tumbled 
Kenny Roberts, who finished seventh at 
Harrington, from the lead down to third 
as his total is now 67.

The first heat race (first three 
finishers to National; fourth through 
ninth to semis) was scheduled to start at 
eight p.m. but it was 8:30 before the 
starting lights flashed due to a setting 
sun that blinded the riders as they went 
down the backstraight. With the click of 
the green light it was Billy Kennedy Jr., 
aboard another of his dad’s Triumphs, 
who pulled off the holeshot and led the 
initial two laps. His quick move had his 
father asking as he scanned the fast 
moving pack, “Where’s Billy?” 
Kennedy’s lead became a fourth on the 
third lap as Billy Schaeffer (Yam), Hank 
Scott (Shell Thuett Yam) and the 
privateer Harley of Gary Scott moved 


by. 

Hank got by Schaeffer on the fifth 
lap and Gary got by on the eighth lap to 
make it Hank and Gary 1-2. Fourth was 
Steve Freeman, making his debut ride 
on the John Apple tuned XR. Kennedy 
finished fifth. Pole sitter Gene Romero 
ended up seventh and Steve Eklund 
eliminated himself with a first lap-first 
turn get-off. 

Heat two, BSA-mounted Dave 
Singleton led the first three laps before 
giving way to Mike Kidd, who was 
riding Mert Lawwill’s spare XR. 

Ted Boody and Dave Sehl made Kidd 
work for his win with Boody actually 
taking the lead on laps eight and ten.

But when it counted it was Texan Mike 
Kidd, followed by Boody, Sehl, 
semi-bound Corky Keener and fellow 
H-D factory rider Greg Sassaman. 

The third heat was won in record 
time (4:34.61) by XR750-privateer 
Scott Drake. Behind Drake a position 
swapping fight for second went on 
between Doug Sehl and Billy Eves. Eves 
came out on top. Following the top 
three were Jay Ridgeway, Mert Lawwill, 
who skipped the Pontiac Nationals to 
doctor an ear infection, Eddie Wirth and 
David Aldana. : 

Following a holeshot and a first lap 
lead by Steve Droste the fourth and 
final heat belonged to defending 
Harrington winner Jay Springsteen. The 
Harley factory team rider opened up an 
eight second lead over runnerup Kenny 
Roberts by the checkered flag. 
Cummings finished third and Droste 
fourth. Steve Morehead, who has the 
longest sponsor list in the business, 
finished fifth aboard his F&S, KK 
Supply, KK Insurance and Bel-Ray 
sponsored Harley, just ahead of Dan 
Gurney-sponsored Chuck Palmgren.

Even with the scores not full 
tabulated, it’s doubtful that any 


thing 


(even a strong challenge 


from “King Richard” Burleson 


could have prevented Jack Penton 
from winning yet another Two 
Day Qualifier by a big margin. 
Jack was 17 points ahead of Kevin 
LaVoie and John Fero by day’s end 
Saturday, and set the fastest motocross 
special test time (393). Burleson turned 
a 396 in the four-lap motocross, last 
special test on Sunday, but was 24 
seconds off Jackie’s pace Saturday. 

Though not a hard trial (again, many 
of the top riders said “too easy” as 
organizers strove for a balance of 
difficulty which would test the ISDT 
contenders without killing one of the 
weekend warriors), it was a cold one, 
month of June notwithstanding. On 
Saturday, nearby Blue Mountain 
glowered underneath a shroud of storms 
and a chill rain swept the trial area 
repeatedly, turning the special terrain 
tests stony creek bed sections 
treacherous and slippery. It was here in 
the wet that Mike Hannon fell and took 
a disastrous 30 seconds waiting for a 
loaded-up motor to clear out. 

Drew Smith came through like a wild 
man (“He’s going to die or set fast 
time,” said one observer), bouncing 
sideways off the larger rocks and 
scattering stones like small-shot when ' 
his wheels touched the ground (which 
was seldom). Bill Uhl, more controlled, 
spotted the good line up the creek bed 
in a flash and was gassing, running 
nearly all the first day with broken rear 
brake springs, waiting for the rear end 
to lock up (it didn’t). “Nothing to do 
but keep goin’ — I had nothing to fix it 
with.” He scored second in the 175 class 
that day regardless.

Cecotto wished his plan had 
succeeded, for at the second hairpin on 
the first lap he was brought down in a 
multiple pile up putting him out of the 
race. But his main rivals Giacomo 
Agostini and Walter Villa were in 
trouble, too. That gave Olivier 
Chevallier his first world championship 
win, France’s first 350cc class success 
since 1954; and the 350cc world 
championship is still wide open. 

Swiss privateer Ulrich Graf notched up 
his first.ever Grand Prix victory in the 
50cc class. Spaniard Angel Nieto set the 


genuine road race 


pace in the opening stages, but a broken 
piston ring lost power on the Bultaco. 
Nieto had dropped back to sixth place, 
but the fighting spirit of the world 
champion began to show through. His 
battle with West German Herbert 
Rittberger was_so fierce that the pair of 
them began to carve a path through the 
field, Graf was able to coast home, an 
easy winner, with Rittberger second, 
and Nieto third. 

In the 250. which followed, Finn 
Penti Korhonen and Ulsterman Tom 
Herron, quickest in practice, were first 
away; but it was Walter Villa on the 
works H-D who soon led Herron and 
Korhonen. 

The hairpins were to take their toll in 
this race.~Tom Herron slid off on the 
second lap, and though he did not lose a 
place there, he found to his horror that 
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the front brake did not work when he 
arrived at the next hairpin. His 
excursion up the slip road dropped him 
to fourth place. 

Another hairpin incident put Bonera 
down to the back of the pack, and 
Katayama out of the race! The little 
Japanese rider was upset by the incident 
and a scuffle broke out in the paddlock 
after the race when Bonera, who pulled 
back up to seventh, tried to apologize. 

Villa soon hurried off in his usual 
style leaving the pack to squabble for 
second place, but when the Italian 
limped into the pits running on just one 
cylinder, the picture rapidly changed. 
Dieter Braun had emerged as the best of 
the rest, and when he found himself 
number one he began to pull away from 
Tom Herron and Olivier Chevallier. 
Chevallier’s courageous last lap dash 
took him to within inches of grabbing 
second from Tom, but the Ulsterman 
hung oñ. 

Angel Nieto, disappointed not to 
have won the 50cc race, tried hard to 
make amends for the Bultaco factory in 
the 125cc race. But though he was 
pulling further and further away from 
potential World Champion . Pirpaolo 
Bianchi’s Morbidelli, a rear tire puncture 
threw him heavily down the road. He 
was lucky to escape with a stiff neck. 
Bianchi then coasted home a 
comfortable winner. 

Last of the day’s program was the 
350cc race. Cecotto was not looking 
forward to it, and his fears were well 
founded. He was brought down in a first 
lap multiple pile up, that had Walter 


Villa, Dieter Braun and Takazumi 
Katayama on_ the deck too. All 
remounted, but quickest of all was the 
Japanese ace. He scarcely lost any 
ground, and was seventh past the pits o! 

the first lap. Dieter Braun limped 
around nursing a suspected broke: 

collar bone, while Cecotto escaped with| 
nothing more than a bang on the hand 
injured in one of Mugello accidents} 
Villa retired. 

Agostini seemed certain to win, bu 
after 15 laps he pulled into the pits wit! 
suspected piston problems. That left 
Olivier Chevallier and Chas Mortimer to 
dice it out. Chas lost ground with a 
faulty rear brake, but Chevallier almost 
put himself out of the race when he hi 
a straw bale very hard indeed, four lap 
from the flag trying to pull away fro 
the British rider. 

But Chevallier’s victory was deserved.

NAESTVED, DENMARK, JUNE 7 
19 year-old Marty Smith, Honda’s 
125cc works rider from San 
Diego, California topped the 
works teams of Suzuki and CZ to 
win the Grand Prix of Denmark 
on the super fast Nissebjerget 
Circuit near the town of Naestved, 
100 kilometers south of 
Copenhagen. 

Marty, with a 2-1 score, bested the 
3-2 placing of CZ’s Jiri Churavy and the 
4-4 finishes of Gilera mounted Dario 


Nani to take the overall victory and 27 
GP points which went with it. 

The course had been widened slightly 
in some areas that were a little slim and 
the course was watered for the race. The 
start area was wide sloping gradually 
downward. It then was flat and all the 
way up to sixth gear for the 350 meter 
drag race to the first sharp right hander. 
The GP class was the first race on the 
day’s program and after the rider’s 
presentation the racers went to their 
machines to bring them to the start for 
the first 40 minute plus two round 
moto. When the gate dropped it was 


¿Marty Smith who was first off the line, 


both wheels on the ground and hitting 
each of the six gears perfectly to get his 
Honda out in front of the pack. It

seemed forever before they reached the 
first turn with Gaston tucking in behind 
Marty and then the billowing cloud of 
dust which the rest of the 22 riders were 
in. ' 

Marty and Gaston pulled out ahead 
of the rest of the pack as Marty led the 
way along the fast straights which were 
combinations of grass, rocks, bumpy 
hard-pack with ramp-type jumps, 
drop-offs and high-banked berms at the 
end of the high speed, hauling every 
minute straights. 

On the second lap Gaston pulled up a 
little on Marty as they shot up a hill 
that had a tight right hand turn before a 
gnarly downhill: As the Honda braked 
sharply to set up for the right path 
down the slope Gaston and the Suzuki 








went down. He quickly remounted, and 
without losing a place, started after 
Marty again.. Marty had stretched his 
lead, but by the tenth lap he ran into 
traffic that he was lapping and that 
started slowing him down as he had to 
yell to the slower riders to move over. 
There were no blue flags and Marty’s 
hollering had to do the job of “asking” 
them to make way. 

Twenty minutes into the race Marty’s 
rear shocks went away and the Honda’s 
rear end was kicking up like a young 
colt. With the tire off the ground Marty 
was losing speed when he needed it 
most to keep ahead of the hard charge 
that Gaston was putting on. Gaston 
kept coming and Marty couldn’t do 
much to keep ahead of him for by now 
the jarring from the hard rear end was 
causing a pain in his right side. Gaston 
finally pulled up on Marty and passed 
him. but Marty wouldn’t quit and 
pressed on to take second place only ten 
seconds behind the reigning world 
champion and in this year’s 
series. 

To get ready for the second race 
Marty’s Honda was fitted with Hulco 
rear‘ shocks from Holland that Gaston 
had brought down with him for Team 
Honda to try. Marty had used them in 
practice but had decided to stay with 
his stock units for the first race. When I 
asked Gaston how his bike had 
performed he said he was happy. After 
trying the bike set for maximum top 
end and low’ end out of the comer 
power set ups he had chosen the out of 
the corner tuning and was naturally glad 
about his decision after winning the first 
race. But there was still one more race 
to go before they could hang it up for 
the day and it was quite a while before 
we got to see who had it all together for 
the second contest. 

In a carbon copy of the first start 
Marty shot into the lead of the second 
race with Gaston right behind him 
knowing that he could not lose contact 
with Marty if he was to win for the day. 
In the first race that Marty contested 
over here, the Austrian GP in April, 
Gaston was the winner by seconds as 
each racked up a first and second for a 
27 point tie. 

On the second lap, Gaston pulled up 
on Marty as they entered a turn and 
when Marty braked Gaston’s Suzuki 
bumped Marty’s rear tire and Gaston 
came off. Marty kept pouring it on as 
Gaston quickly got going after Marty. 
Rahier put the Suzuki to the stops in an 
effort to catch Marty and in doing so he 
went down for the second time to catch 
the Honda pilot. 

Marty was now pulling a comfortable 
lead, but it’s never really a relaxing 
experience when Gaston is hunting to 
catch and pass you. So Marty kept up a 
steady pace until mid-way through the 
race when Gaston dumped it for the 
third and final time. He was racing up 
and down an M-shaped part of the 
course’ and as he gassed it going up the 
last hill which would take him to the 
upper part of the course he dropped it 
in a steep-banked berm. When he got up 
it was easy to feel that he wasn’t getting 
back on his bike to race. He rode 
around the circuit until he was at the 
start area where his team mechanic had 
been giving him signals. In the last crash 
he had got his right leg pinned by the 
bars and had made a healthy dent in the 
gas tank with his leg. His mechanic 
climbed on the back of the bike and 
they rode back to the Suzuki pits. 

Marty kept flying with no one in 
sight pushing him. He finally slacked off 
a little in the last few laps, Churavy was 
again behind him in this race and again 
not much of a serious threat. Velky 
finished third after a first race 
mechanical DNF and the rest of the 
riders were all lapped by the top three 
with Nani again in fourth and Harvey 
moving up to fifth. e

Steve Bast had enough points 
to try and qualify but elected not to. 

The first four out pitted Mike 
Rooney, top man up North, against Ira 
Adams from back East alongside Jerry 
Bowers’ and John McDonald. Rooney 
led Adams all the way. Right on down 
the line the heats went. At the end of 
the first eight events, Autrey and 
Gresham were still undefeated, as were 
Mike Caruso and Mike Faria. Faria had 
the best race of the night with Dennis 
Robinson. The two: got a start with 
Dennis long gone but Faria tied up and 
the two swapped the front spot in every 
corner. The checkered fell for Faria by 
about an inch or less. 

At the end of the third round Autrey 
and Gresham were the only two still 
undefeated.

Starter Keith 
McConnell motioned everyone into the 
hole and waited while Scott dropped 
the hammer almost immediately and 
broke the tape. Around goes the 


troops, red flag and eliminate Autrey 
for the round. 

Scott didn’t like this idea, had a few 
words with the ref and found himself 
excluded from the entire program. Now 
things became very interesting because 
Autrey was changing into racing attire 
when the rider’s meeting was in prgress 
and didn’t know the start procedure.

Event 19 pitted Caruso against 
Robinson and Rooney where all were 
able to hang in despite Rooney falling in 
one round. Robinson took the hard win 
with Marty Benck holding the close line 
in second after Caruso went wide while 
leading it. Denny Robinson was now 
leading at 12 points with the last round 
a thriller pitting Autrey, Rich 
MacMurray, Paul Orlandi and Steve 
Gresham. 

Checking the score sheets Gresham 
had eight while Autrey had nine. Being 
teammates of sorts, you can decide for 
yourself who was picked to win 
knowing that if Gresham won, it would 
mean nothing. Rich MacMurray had his 
light working when Autrey led out and 
Gresham set up for blocking in front of 
the bad guy of Cal-Expo.

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o career has been more marked by serious 

fought battles to the top or carefree, 

comical looseness. than the two-time 

National Champion Jimmy Weinert. For 

‘Jammin’ Jimmy the battles started on 
the half-miles and short track circuits of the East under 
the tutelage of the master, Gary Nixon. Then while 
motocross was a young fledgling Weinert threw himself 
into it. In 1974 young privateer Tony DiStefano came 
on the scene and quickly grabbed the points leads in the 
500 class after some titanic duels with Weinert. A 
broken thumb dampened Tony D.’s charge, but his 
points lead stood almost unbeatable, but Jimmy Weinert 
fought back and scored four National wins in a row to 
win the National Championship. A record that stands 
today. 

In 1975 five riders travelled to a mosquito and 
alligator infested bayou of Louisiana to settle the 500 
National Championship. Sitting quietly in their isolated 
campgrounds of precious shade Howerton, Grossi, 
Karsmakers, Stackable and Weinert shared a unspoken 
intensity to go out into this nightmarish scene and win 
the National Championship. 

While mechanics fiddled and spectators threw rocks at 
the alligators from the levee the heat and humidity got 
more oppressive. Hours passed and the races were 
delayed. Finally at four o’clock in the afternoon, after. 
sitting on the line for over one hour, the gate dropped 
and five men with a mission went for it. The battle of 
the Louisiana swamp was one of motocross’ historic 
moments and the man who emerged victorious from the 
most grueling race ever was Jammin’ Jimmy Weinert. 

In 1976 the nemesis from the past, Tony D., now the 
250 National Champion would return to haunt Weinert. 
Throughout the 250 series they engaged each other in 


corner after corner, week after week. “Just like the old - 


days in ‘74” Weinert would say after he and Tony D. 
had traded the lead over ten separate times at Hangtown. 
Jammin’ easily won at Phoenix in April, but the crowd 
talked about the back of the pack charge by Tony D. 
DiStefano easily won in Houston where Weinert suffered 
his “worst day.” Jimmy won his second National of the 
seven race series in Georgia, but DiStefano had the 
points lead. “I have to go for it!” said the Jammer and 
go for it he did in Maryland by scoring 1-2 and pulling 
within 15 points of Tony D. In Allentown, Pennsylvania 
with. only two races to go the Suzuki and Kawasaki 
riders tied. With only one race to go in Southwick, 
Massachusetts they moved to Mexico, New York to start 
the 500 series before finishing what they had started. 

In Mexico it was all over before it even started. A 
rock, ironically thrown up from the rear wheel of Tony 
D.’s Suzuki, found its mark at over 100 mph. Weinert 
was struck directly on the kneecap, cracking the patella 
diagonally and ending not only his shot at the 250 
Championship, but also his chance to repeat as 500 
Champion. 


What are your plans for the rest of the year? 

According to my doctor my knee has six or seven 
weeks of healing time. He plans to have me in a cast for 
three weeks. Then I’m going to start exercising and 
hopefully should be ready August first. That’s Unadilla, 
New York. I’ll miss three 500s, the USGP, the Canadian 
GP and the Superbowl. I plan to get right back in shape 
and get ready for the Trans-AMA. 

I was happy with this year. My strategy for Hangtown 
was that I didn’t know what kind of shape I was in 
because we had never been tested for 40 minutes. We 
had two 30’s in Florida, three 30’s at Daytona and the 
indoors, but no 40’s. I knew I was in good enough shape 
to go fast for one moto. I could probably cruise the 
other. So what I planned to do was to take it easy the 
first moto, lay back and then go for it. And in the 
second moto go for it from the beginning. So I tried it, 
but I waited too long and let Ellis and the D. get too far 
ahead. 

Everything I was going for went away this year. The 
250 National Championship, the 500 National 
Championship and the Super Series. 

How did your knee get broken? 

Very simple. I was riding around in practice and came 
up to the D. We started to race, I don’t think we were 
really racing; I follow him, he follows me, trying to learn 
lines. I was going to pass him and when I cut behind him 
a rock came up and hit me in the knee. I’ve broken my 
collarbone, knee and wrists. The wrist at Saddleback and 
this one at Unadilla. Knees! Now I can see hor Pomeroy 
felt. I can sympathize with himnow. 

This is the first time I have broken something in three 
years and it’s not because I did something dumb. I didn’t 
run off the track or crash. So it’s not too bad.. 

How much money will it cost you to break your knee? 

Boy, it’s a lot of money. Now I’ve ruined my day! I 
don’t think of it that way. I was sitting down in my 
bedroom earlier thinking I’d be pretty dumb to worry 
about how much this had cost me. 

Do you race in practice often? 


It depends on what the mood is. I remember Roger D. 


and I had a race at Carnegie. Do you remember that? It

was heavy. I beat him. I really enjoyed that race! He 
came up later and said that it was fun.

They’re no slouchs. They’ve been doing it for a long 
time and have a lot of skill and talent. I think we do 
some crazier things, but you have.to watch the Russians 
to see crazy things. That’s what GP’s are all about. 

I can’t wait to race Trans-AMA with Roger and them. 
Last year I didn’t get the chance to race with them. I 
started slow and fizzled away. 

How come? 

I didn’t like the machine; the forks. We couldn’t ride 
with them. 

Does the bike make a difference? 

I think so. Some guys can’t ride this or that. It’s nice 
to have a good machine that you like. Last year we 
couldn’t get the Yamaha forks fixed and it affected my 
riding. We had two good sets of forks for the Nationals 
and that was the end of the forks. They said they 
improved them. Bill (Buchka) and I knew we were in 
trouble then. Finally they sent over a pair of Ake 
Jonsson kind. They worked good at Carnegie. 

Why did you leave Yamaha? 

That’s a good question. I think it was organization. I 
don’t think Pete (Schick) and I got along that well. He’s 
not a bad guy, but he has his ways and I have mine. You 
have to keep the company happy, but they never 
advertised my wins and that pissed me off. This year I 
was so happy to be on Kawasaki and winning. I think 
they appreciated it too. 

If you could change motocross in any way how would 
you? 

I like the outdoor races the way they are. Naturally 
we want bigger purses, but that is going to take a little 
time. Indoors we just have to simplify the whole thing 
and get one champ. 

They talk about a plan for the outdoors where 
everyone will ride all three classes, and then they take 
your total accumulative points. They’d have about 15 
races, but not as many 125’s as 250’s and 500’s. 

I don’t like the way the points are this year. I like the 
new system, but I feel that we should have been able to 
drop a couple bad motos. It’s not like that mow so we 
have to ride with the present rules, but I’d like to see it 
changed. 

What do people want? Sure he’s the 125 champ, Tony 
D. is the 250 champ and Jim Weinert is the Open champ. 
Who’s the champ though? Which one of these guys is the 
best? Maybe the solution is to combine them all. It’s 
hard to say how I would change motocross. The best 
thing would be to get everyone together and talk about 
it. 

How would you change road race? 

It would be unfair for me to say ‘cause I’m not doing 
it now. They have their own gig. I think they should 
lower the purses and have more races, but not 200 milers 
all the time. Do like Europe and have 75 and 50 milers. I 
wouldn’t' take a road race ride. There are so many things 
that can go wrong on a road racer that are critical. The 
only thing that can break and you wouldn’t get hurt is 
the zipper on your leathers. 


How old are you? 

24, Vil be 25 in August. Pierre is the oldest and 
Timmy Hart is 26. I feel I’ve just started. I was never in 
shape before. 

Do any companies have retirement plans,-workmans 
comp or benefits? 

Not for their racing! Boy, they don’t have nothing for 
the riders. We are self-employed. I don’t go down and 
collect any money. 

Should you? 

I don’t see why not. Everybody else who works at the 
factory does. 

What do you think of Tony D? 

He is a natural comedian. Everything he says comes 
out funny. He’s not dumb. He is very smart. You don’t 
get to be Number One by being dumb. Maybe he does it 
to make everyone laugh. I saw him at the Holiday Inn in 
New York. I said, “You won D.” and he goes, “No, 
Jammer you'll be there.” I said, “No, you got the 
championship. My knee is broke.” We were all standing 
around and I kept saying “‘Smile, go ahead and smile. 
You can smile now.” He had his old silly grin on his 
face. That’s why I said if I showed up in Southwick with 
my green leathers on and went to the line he would pass 
out. o

The W.E.R.A. very successfully

AUSTIN, TEX., MAY 30 
As the old saying goes, “While the 


cat’s away, the mice will play.”” 


With most of Texas’ top notch 
riders gone off to contest the 
nationals during this Spring and 
Summer, many of the local apprentice 
Experts are having a heyday. Such was 
the case at Austin Motocross Park this 
Sunday as some of those hard-charging 
young rookies were able to cash in on 
their mentors’ absence and still provide 
thrilling Expert action. 

Of course, not all of the top riders are 
gone. Roger Brown, probably the fastest 
rising young start in Texas, rode’ both 
the Open and 250 classes, dominating 
the Open but failing to finish in the 250 
class. Roger, on a 400 Yamaha, smoked 
’em in both Open motos, with Jerry 
Symank from Dallas riding his finest 
race ever on a new 370 Suzook. Symank 
and Pat Adamson from Killeen had a 
tremendous handlebar-banger going for 
about half of the first moto until Jerry 
finally got by and moved away in 
second. Eventually Dean Mizes from 
Corpus Christi, also Suzuki mounted, 
claimed third overall with a second 
moto third place finish just ahead of 
Rob Morrison and Adamson. 

The most intense racing of the day 
occurred in the 250 Expert class. Roger 
Brown’s Can-Am quit on him in both 
motos while he was leading, so his 
absence left an opportunity for three 
up-and-coming young riders to duel for 
first place cash. And duel they did. 
Running wheel to wheel in both motos, 
Austin’s Chuck Loftin (Yam) held off 
the charges of San Antonians Doug 
Archer (Bul) and David Stutts (Hus) in 
the first moto, but in the second moto 
it was reversed. David Stutts, close to 
crashing several times, hung on to edge 
out Archer and Loftin by mere inches at 
the finish, and that was how they fared 
overall. 

Probably the most incredible ride of 
the day was put in by Robbie Jones. 
Riding for the first time ever as an 
Expert, Jones flogged a stock Elsinore 
to second overall 125 Expert against 
some good veteran competition. Dicky 
Turnbo from Killeen won easily in both 
motos, running away and hiding early 
each time. David Daniels from New 
Braunfels got two bad starts, finish 2-5 
and fourth overall while Bobby Bullock 
took his Yamaha to a consistent 3-3 for 
third overall: 

Jack Beckham came back to win the 
100 Novice class by winning the second 
moto and edging out Terry Curtis.-Kyle 
Powell crashed in both motos but was 
able to get up and charge to third 
overall. Rex Weed’s only challenge in 
the 125 Novice “B” came from Ottis 
Lance but Lance crashed as usual and 
had to settle for second overall. Glen 
Herrera holeshot: both motos and went 
on to dominate the 125 Novice “A”
